‘Marmoraton Mine 


The Marmoraton mine will cease 
operations by ‘March 31 of this year. Mine 
workers found the notice posted on the 
bulletin board when they reported to work 
Tuesday morning after the New Year's 
weekend. Jim McChesney, General Super- 
intendent for the mine said that the 275 
employees of the mine will be laid off over 
the next few months, but said that a 
definite schedule had not yet been worked 
out. 

Mr. McChesney said that. meetings 
would be held to explain to the workers 
what they were entitled to in the way of 
company benefits and how the layoff 
schedule would proceed. 

The mine has been expected to close for 
some time now; however the relative speed 
with which this is being done surprised 
some people. Mr. McChesney said that a 
reauction in thé productivity in the mine, 
combined with ‘“‘overall business condi- 
tions’’ forced the closure. om 

The Marmoraton Mine will be taken over 


by Armbro Aggregates when it ceases 
operation. Spokesmen for both Bethlehem 
Steel. which now owns the mine and 
Armbro Aggregates acknowledged the 
mine’s sale but no further details were 
released. 

Mr. James Cook of Armbro said that he 
does not know when the mine will become 
Armbro property or whether it will create 
any jobs in the Marmora area. Armbro is a 
gravel quarrying operation. 


Roy Frost, head of the United Steel 
Workers Local 4834 at the mine, said that 
“There is not a better layoff benefit 
program for steelworkers in Canada”’. 

He also reported that there will be 14 
people laid off on the 14th, 22 men laid off 
on the 3rd of February. After that, he said, 
the layoff schedule has not been decided. 

There is a meeting arranged on 
Thursday, January 11, involving manage- 
ment, Union and Canada Manpower 
officials that will outline the layoff benefits 
to the men and let them know their options. 


Closure 


There are various plans and. formula 
affecting retirement benefits, according to 
Mr. Charles Neal, Superintendent of 
industrial Relations for Bethlehem. ‘‘We 
don't know how many people fall into each 
category.” 

As these categories are established. they 
will receive ‘‘exit interviews” by groups. 
The men entitled to severance and pension 
benefits will be allowed W Cune rt uno 
benefits immediately or. continue ‘“‘in 
service’ for two years, during which time 
they can work or not work for someone 
else while deferring the benefits. The 
advantage would be that they would be 
accumulating ‘time towards pension 
schemes. 

‘There might be a small skeleton staff of 
maintenance pep continue on after the 
operation is finished to clean things up.”’

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Queensboro becafne the new home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clayton McMurray in 1931. 
They had previously lived in Niagara Falls, 
New York, where Mr. McMurray worked 


.for Kimberly Clarke Limited, in the 


statistical department. This department 


was responsible for testing the. materials. 
“that Kimberly Clarke produced, and Mr. 

‘McMurray. did such tests as weighifig the 
- sheets of paper, checking how much clay 


was in the sheets, the size of the sheets and 
seeing if the paper was ground fine 
enough. At the factory they made 
rotogravure sheets, which were sheets of 


glazed pictures for Sunday papers. 


Mr. McMurray bought a store from Mrs. 
C.B. Hamm in Queensboro and decided to 
settle in that community. Mrs. Hamm's 
husband had died a year earlier, she sold 
the store because it was too much for her to 
handle by herself. Mr. McMurray’s father 
had owned a store in Gilmour for many 
vears before that and his son had helped 
him in the store and was familiar with the 


‘managing aspect of a store. Mr. McMurray 


had also operated a store in Eldorado in 
1922 but he left that when he went to work 


for Kimberly Clarke. His father’s store had _ 


such things as a telephone exchange and a 
post office within the store. 

Mr. McMurray decided to buy the store 
in Queensboro because this was a thriving 
community. The store at one time had been 
a hotel, a mill was in operation, there had 
been four churches, a bakeshop, a 
butchershop, a blacksmith shop and there 
were also a couple of other stores. 
Queensboro also had its own railroad 
station an@ a railway line that ran through 
the village. The train was still in operation 
in 1931 when Mr. and Mrs. McMurray 
arrived in— Beensbor. and they can 
remember réceiving goods on the train. 
Mr. McMurray thought that the train ran’ 
from near Kingston to Bannockburn where 
there was a roundhouse to turn the train 


around. Later on the train began to run 


farther north and this roundhouse was 
removed. The ,old: station is still in 
Queensboro, but it is now occupied by Mr. 
George Gordon. Mr. Gordon thought that 
the train’ had quit running through 
Queensboro about 1935 or 1956 and the 
tracks were taken up a year later. 

The McMurrays remembered some of 
their customers when they bought the store 
and many of their descendants still live 


around Queensboro, some of those -early ~ 


customers are still living there. Such 
names as Adam Roushorn,, John Moore, 
Mrs. Walter Tokley, Bob Sager, George 
Gordon and Mr. and Mrs. Harry Declair 
were-readily remembered. George Gordon 
had moved from Madoc and become a 
blacksmith for Queensboro, around 1933. 
Mr. McMurray ran a post office from 1947 
to 1969, and he can remember Bob Sager 
drawing the mail in the winter with a team 
of horses. ‘'The snow was so deep that Bob 
couldn't even follow the roads. He had to 
go through the fields. We had some cold 
weather then I'll ‘tell you. This isn’t 
anything.'’ The post office was closed by 
the Postmaster Geneal in 1969 along with 
many other small community offices such 
as Cooper, Bannockburn and Actindlite. 
In those days the store hours were long 
and the wages were low. The store would 
open at 7:30 a.m. and stay open until 11:00 
.'m. The wages would be around 0.25 an 
our and ‘*...no fooling around’’. The low 
wages certainly influenced the prices on 
the shelves, though. Mr. McMurray -had 
some old bills upstairs dating back to.1932. 
He got some of them out and we looked at 
some of the prices that were charged. A 
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good service to the community 


pound of dairy butter cost 20c; big cans of 
tomatoes went for 13c; eggs cost I3c a 


- dozen and beef went for 8c a pound. Three ; 


pounds of brown sugar would cost 25¢; two 
loaves of bread might cost 28c; pork was 
10c a pound; beans would cost you 3’%c a 
und; and 24 pounds ot flour would cost 
if you ,bought it at the store. Mr. 
McMurray thought that flour was mostly 
bought from the mill by the hundred at a 
better price than he could sell it. Edmond 
sroves owned the mill when the 
cMurrays arrived in Queensboro, but 
Ar. John Thompson eventually became the 
wner until the mill closed in 1965. 

Mr. and Mrs. McMurray agreed that the 
‘mes were hard back in those days but 
‘ere was also a great deal of fun to be 
ajoyed. ‘‘There was a lot more visiting 
one then’’. Mr. McMurray recalled 
laying hockey on the mill pond around 
034 or 1935. ‘‘At first we had gas lights 
ad later on we had a big generator run by 
.ater power. I remember playing a game 
‘vainst Eldorado one night when it was -40 

.iegrees (Fahrenheit) and we had around 
35 spectators. They had to keep their cars 
running to keep warm but they stayed and 
watched all of the game.” 

The inside of the store has changed a lot 
over the years, but the old time hospitality 
was still there. During the interview, we 
leaned on an old counter that had seen a lot 
of merchandise pass over its well worn 
surface. The back of this counter, which 
ran much of the length of the store, was 


made up- of many little drawers and 
probably would not be worth duplicating 
today. It would simply cost too much. The 
ald post office shelves were now being 
used to hold other things. The old bills that 
Mr. McMurray had showed me brought 
many happy chuckles from my two hosts. 
The store phone number at that time was 
ninety-eight ring one two. ‘My father’s 
number had been one two also, and when I 
got the phone I asked if I could get that 


number because it felt natura .” AS WE’ 


looked through the bills we saw many 
interesting details of the type of business 
that took place in those days. Mr. 
McMurray showed me a bill where he had 
sold a man a pair of boots (for $2.80) and 
because he didn’t know the man 
personally, he wrote on the bill ‘‘Craig 
Mines’’.-This was where the man worked, 
and it was probably the only information he 
had on the man but he was still allowed 
credit at the store. 

Mr. McMurray looked out the window 
and said: ‘‘The old gas pumps used to 
stand right out there in front of the store. 
They were British American pumps and of 
course they’ve gone out of business. We 
sold gas for 26c a gallon then. 

The couple have not been really happy in 
recent years because they cannot give the 
service that they used to. Not too long ago 
they could buy whatever they needed in the 
line of meat and have fresh meat for their 
customers. Nowadays, when the meat 
representatives come, they tell the owners

that they must buy 40 lbs. of roasts or 30 
Ibs. of picnic rolls, which is too much for 
them to keep on hand. Mr. McMurray feels 
that the meat packing companies are 
catering to the chain stores and squeezing 
out the little stores. Apparently, the reason 
for this is is that the big stores will be able 
to give a better deal, but if ple have to 
drive 30 or 40 miles to shop, it’s no longer a 
bargain. After all, gas is no longer 26c¢ a 
gallon. The McMurrays feel that this trend 
has existed for many years and that if: 
eople want to conserve gas they must 
have local stores, churches, Schools, post 


offices and businesses. 


This store, which the McMurrays have 
owned for 46% years, will be closing on 
Sat., Dec. 31. There will probably be a sale 
in the spring, unless they should happen to 
sell the store before that. — oe 

“We're not going to do anything 
particular for a little while. Just rest and 
relax and maybe go to the cottage.’’ 


Although there is yet another general store 


in Queensboro, it will be sad to see a store 
closed which is as rich in history as this 
one. .

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1967: The year of the Twins

This is the time of year, when 
traditionally we remember the past year 
and all the things that we had hoped tc 
accomplish. Normally, we would only think 
back about one year, but I had the occasion 


L-to remember back about ten years this — 


week and become involved with a story that 
was probably one of Madoc’s greatest 
moments. ; 

The winter of 1966-67 was the winter of 
the Madoc-Tweed Twins. The Twins won 
the Ontario Junior D championships that 
year and put Madoc on the map. Hockev 

fans were everywhere in Madoc and area 
that year and they were treated to some of 

- the most exciting hockey that anyone could 
want to watch, and as many people will 
probably remember, all of the excitement 
wasn't on the ice. 

The Twins started that year as a team 
without a league. They played in a Junior C 
league during the year that probably 
should have been too good for them, but 
this team showed that they were winners 
long before they camp up against teams of 
Junior D calibre. 

The players on this team, in case anyone 
has forgotten, were: Jim Peeling, Joe 
MclInroy, Alan Rivers, Doug Geen, Tom 
Tanner, Tom Burnside, Jerry Chapman, 
Harold Bailey, Fred Free, Barry fyear, 
Gord. Donaldson, Gene Francis, Wayne 
Wannamaker, Ken Smith and Albert Reid. 
The team was managed by Arnold ‘‘Tor’’ 
Ross and. coached by Glenn Nickle. The 
members of the team came from such 
eer as Cloyne, Deloro, Marmora, 

tirling, Campbellford and. of course 
Tweed and Madoc. There was much 
controversy throughout the playoffs about 
whether so of thesé players were 


eligible to play for Madoc but the OHA was . 


 satisifed with their eligibility, and although 
some of the teams would try many different 
tactics to eliminate them, the team stayed 

“together and proved to almost everyone 
that they were worthy of the championship. 
I say almost everyone because an article 
aupoete’ in the Stratford Beacon-Herald 
after the championship had been won by 
Madoc, that proved some people were still 
skeptical. 

e team’s first playoff game that year 
was in Tweed against Newcastle. It took 
the Twins a while to adjust to Newcastle’s 
style of play, but once they did, the scores 


that probably still exists today when teams 
from these two towns play agaist each 
other. The first game was a hara hitting 
close checking game. After two perio 4s the 
"game was tied at 4 with neither team able 


to establish dominance in any area. 
However, early in the third period 
Bobcaygeon took two back to back 


penalties and the Twins jumped on the 
opportunity. They scored two goals just 


one minute apart and added another with 
just fifteen seconds remaining in the 


"game to win by a score of 7-4.

The next 
game was held in Newcastle and the Twins 
again came away the winners by a score of 
6-4. The third game was held in Madoc, 
and the local boys really wanted to clinch 
the series at home, and it didn’t take 
them long to show everyone that they were 
, serious about winning a championship that 
year. They scored six goals in the first 
period and held Newcastle to one goal in 
the second period which the locals were 
able to answer in that period, and then 
scored another six unanswered goals to win 
the game 13-1. The Twins had taken their 
first determined step toward a champion- 
ger . 
eir next opponents were to be a team 
from Bobcaygeon. This was to be a much

The Twins won the next two games by 
scores of 5-4 and 6-1 but lost the forth 
game to Bobcaygeon in Bobcaygeon. The 
next game was played back in Madoc and 
the old arena was packed with a crowd of 
996 spectators. The local boys were leading 
after two periods by a score of 3-0 but the 
game was far from over. Bobcaygeon came 

ack in the third with two early goals and 
that set the stage for one of the most 
exciting games seen in Madoc until that 
time. It was a goaltenders duel from then 


on as the play went from end to end. Both 


goalies made spectacular saves and neither 
team could put the puck past the acrobatic 
rear guards. 


It was at this point that the eligibility of 
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was some question-as to whether two of the 
players lived within the proper distance to 
play for the Twins. It took a very short 
while for the cases to be presented and not 
much longer before the OHA decided that 
all the players were eligible to play. Now 
the Madoc-Tweed Twins were about to 


take their \last step towards the 
championship. 
The next stumbling block was the 


Mitchell Hawks. The Hawks had eliminat-

wondering how the ‘Twins would fair 
against them. It didn’t take the Hawks long 
to find out they were finally up against 
some competition. : 

In the first game the Twins went on the 
offensive immediately and found them- 
selves in possession of a 2-0 lead. The 
Hawks stormed back however and tied the 
score. Fast skating and hard bodychecking 
again pulled the game out for the Twins 
and the third period again wasn’t settled 
until the final buzzer. They came away with 
a 4-3 victory but they also discovered that 
there would be nothing easy about this 


_ series. 


The Mitchell coach was heard to say 
after the first game that the second game 
would be different, and after the game was 
over, many people agreed with him. Only 
the first period was a contest and that 
ended in a 3-3 tie. The Twins then scored 
nine goals to Mitchell’s one and skated 
away with a 12-4 win. The crowd was 
ecstatic by the end of the game and they 
nay have had an inkling of what was to 
rome after that game. 

Now Mitchell decided to try and win the 
zame out of the hockey arena. Two 
separate protests were sent to the OHA 
concerning the Madoc area and the team. 
The arena protest concerned the lighting 
system, the lack of washroom facilities in 
the dressing room, the nets were a few 
inches too high and there was no visible 
electric stop-clock. The Hawks also 
protested the eligibility of some of the 
Twins. 

To take care of the first protest the 
surrounding towns decided to lend a hand. 
Bancroft loaned Madoc some regulation 
size nets and Stirling loaned them a time 
clock that would be operated by an OHA 
official. For the second protest, three cars 
left. Madoc to measure the distance 
between Madoc and Campbellford. One of 
the cars contained Jack Devine who was 
then vice-president of the OHA. The 
distance was under the twenty-five mile 
limit. All of the protests were proved 
unfounded. 

The next game was to be held in 
Mitchell and there was now some bad 
feelings between the two clubs. Rumors 
were circulating everywhere at that time 
and much of it was not very complimentary 


to either team. This third game was to be a 
high scoring game, and shrouded by tog. 
Mitchell held the lead from beginning .to 
end and made it plain that if the Twins 
wanted to win the championship, they 
would have to work for it. The final score 
was 8-5 and the Twins. and their fans were 
somewhat subdued after the game. 

The fourth game was also in Mitchell 
and again the spectators found themselves 
exhausted with anxiety by the end of the

teams scored one goal in the second period 
and it was now evident that one, period 
would decide this game. Mitchell went 
ahead by one goal early in the period and 
then the Twin'’s fans really got worried 
because their team took back to back 
penalties. The Twins killed off the 
penalties and with five minutes left in the 
game, tied the score, Twenty-six seconds 
later they again scored and now led by one , 
goal. At the 18:17 mark the Twins were 
penalized for the fourth time in the last ten 
minutes. The Hawks tried everything 
including pulling their goalie for an extra 
attacker, but the locals held on to win the 
game. ; 

Now the stage was set for one of the 
happiest - moments — in Madoc hockey 
history. The first period was all the Twins’ 
as they built up a three goal lead with Gord 
Donaldson scoring two and Jerry Chapman 
added to other. Mitchell came on strong 
in the second period and had tied the 
score by the six minute mark. Now a series 
of incidents occurred in which both 
goalicnders were hurt. It looked like 
someone might get seriously hurt but both 
teams finally decided to settle down and 
play hockey. The Twins then moved into a 
two goal lead on goals by Geen and 
Francis. The period ended with the Twins 
ahead by two and now they had to try not to 
make any mistakes. 

The Hawks defence coughed up the puck 
early in the third period and Albert Reid 
skated in alone and scored again for the 
Twins. Mitchell did manage to score one 
more goal, but the Twins and the crowd 
kept the pressure on and defeated’ the 
Mitchell team in every way. When the final 
buzzer went the crowd showed it’s 
appreciation to the Twins. Mr. Jack Devine 
presented the Cup to Fred Free, the 
captain of the team. The rest of the night in 
Madoc was spent in celebration. * 

Although Mitchell again protested the 
facilities at Madoc and saw fit to write an 
article in the Stratford Beacon-Herald 
stating that the *'...Madoc situation was 
a carefully conceived plan to win an 
Ontario championship ’’, this could not take 
way from the jubilation that the team and 
the town of Madoc felt at that time. It is too 
had that doubt was cast on the integrity of 
the OHA, but the fact remains that we beat 
them on the ice and that's where it counts.

The Hundred Antiques - the name comes 
from a certain style of Chinese pottery - is 
not only an antique shop, it is also Frank's 
home where he lives with his wife, Verena, 
two children, two dogs and an undetermin- 
ed number of cats. 

In truth it’s hard to tell where the home 
ends and the ‘‘shop”’ begins. Although the 
shop officially makes up the bottom storey 
of a split level 2'2 storey log house, the 
whole house is filled with beautiful, 
valuable and often ancient things . - 
furniture, china, paintings, whatever. 
Their couch, for instance, is 17th century 
Chinese. : . 

it is to their credit, however, that 
although ‘there is much that is precious in 
their home, there is no feeling of it not 
being very livable. It may be filled with 
rare and different things, but it is still a 
place where dogs, cats, children, and 
clumsy journalists can move freely. 

Both shop and home are still unfinished. 
Although construction began in 1975, the

Cranes moved in at the beginning of last 
year, there is still work to be done 
including stone archways and fireplaces. 

Frank was born in Toronto. “My 
antecedents come from Stirling.

He 
was bitten by the bug and began to attend 
auctions regularly. ‘‘I knew. a little, but not 
very much. At one auction I bought a piece 
of porcelain and I didn’t know what it was. 
| took it to a dealer to find out. That was the 
real beginning of Mr. Crane's education in 
antiques and the beginning of the end of 
his singing career. ‘“‘The dealer became my 
mentor: and | learned from him for a 
number of years until I realized I had 
passed him. 

Since passing his first teacher, Mr. 
Crane has passed quite a few others in his 
field as well. He is one of North America’s 
outstanding authorities on a number of 
different periods-and countries - particular- 
ly Japanese and_ Chinese, but also 
Egyptian, Persian, Roman and a number of 
others. When he had his own shops in

Mr. Crane’s desk, for 
instance, is 17th century Chinese, ‘and it 
simply couldn't be replaced. There are no 
others like it on the market.” 

Although many people come a long way 
out of their way to visit. the Hundred 
Antiques (their first visitor was a dealer 
from Tehran and since then there have 
been Asian, African and European dealers 
venturing out), Mr. Crane misses the 
regular traffic that he encountered in 
Toronto. He particularly misses the people 
who would come, often after being referred 
by the. museum, with a single piece that 
had been in the family for years or that 
they had acquired by chance. ““Once a 
young farmer. came by here with a couple 
of paintings of his grandmothers. They 
weren't valuable though, they werent 


even paintings, just lithographs on canvas 
with a coat of lacquer over them. ”’ This 
sort of fakery is not rare. The same kind of 
fakes were found in the estate of the ° 
daughter of Sir Henry Pellet, the man who 
built Casa Loma. ra : 

Fakes and forgeries and the identifica- 
tion of art objects is a subject of much 
amusement to Mr. Crane. One favorite is 
identifying a piece of Chinese porcelain as 
a fake. The piece belonged to a pair of old 
ladies who had taken it to the museum to 
be identified and found it identical to the 
one there. The one in the museum was also 
a fake! 

Another story Frank tells is one of the 
world’s most foremost authorities on 
Eastern antiques telling him a certain piece 
Mr. Crane had labelled as Japanese 14th 
Century. was actually Chinese 14th 
Century. Mr. Crane, yielding to superior 
knowledge, changed the label. The next 
year the same man told him the piece was 
not Chinese but Japanese. ‘‘We all make 
mistakes of course. It’s just somehow more 
interesting when it’s an authority’. Mr. 
Crane ‘claims that at any rate a dealer is 
more dependable than a museum evaluator 
because “‘it’s his‘own money down the 
drain if he consistently overvalues pieces 
or can't spot forgeries.” 

Verena, Frank's Swiss-born wife, is as 
enthusiastic and nearly as well-informed 
on antiques as he is. The two chose to move 
to the country for two basic reasons. Firstly 
they had become well enough established 
that they could afford to trade high 
overheads and the problems of downtown 
Toronto for a more remote and peaceful 


existence without hurting the business. 


Secondly, *‘It's a much better place to raise 
children.” 

Mr. Crane's interests have been 
changing since he began in antiques, ‘*And 
there are always new areas I'd like to go 
into’. What special areas is he 
concentrating on now? “At the moment 
I'm just concentrating on cutting enough 
wood for the winter.”’ It’s nice to know that 
a man with a Chinese Emperor's throne 
has the same concerns as the rest of us.

For many of'us, winter is a tinge to fear: 


driving in winter conditions; loathing of the , ' 
- snow and all the extra work and hardships 


it brings, and a self-imposed exile in our 
homes to get away from the cold. At this 
time of year. we are all dreaming of 
vacations. in the Bahamas, Bermuda, 
Mexico or Florida; anywhere that the snow 


cannot follow. Only our children seem to 


get any enjoyment out of the winter 
months. To them winter is a time of 
tobagganing and snowmen, building 
snowforts and snowball fights. Throw in 
skating and skiing and winter becomes a 
time of unending fun and good healthy 
exercise. Fortunately, parents and adults 
are learning from the children and are 


beginning to find some ‘measure of , 


enjoyment during the winter. 

Participaction came into being several 
years ago and since that time people have 
been more aware of the condition oftheir 
bodies and the effect that exercise can have 
on them. Out old standby sports such as 
skating, snowshoeing and tobagganing are 
very popular; but people are also 
constantly thinking of new sports and 
improving our old ones. Not too man 
years ago, snowmobiling was unheard of, 
free style skiing was a skier who just 
worried aLout getting from the top of a hill 
to the bottom, without. worrying about 
technique, and now there are even such 
things as ice flow races. The human mind 
when celicentrated’ on something like 
sports, has an unlimited capacity, for 
improving and inventing. 

Skiing, although an extremely old sport, 
has also remained relatively the same. The 
equipment- has become slightly more 
sophisticated and a few innovations like 
free style skiing have been introduced, but 
the methods of alpine and cross country 


skiingy are still the same and they still. 


supply that opportunity for good, clean, 
open air fun. 
_ The people in the Kawartha Lakes area 
are unbelievably lucky that they have many 
skiing facilities right at their back doors. 
Cross country skiing enthusiasts have only 
to literally ‘‘step out the back door’’ and go 
skiing but alpine skiers may have to go a 
little farther to find the kind of conditions 
necessary for their sport. Although hills 
are abundant in this region, many, of them 
are not big enough for experienced skiers 
so they must go to ski resorts where the 
hills are bigger and groomed for skiing. 
Two of the est ski resorts in the area are 
Devil’s Elbow in Bethany and Cedar 
Mountain in Peterborough. 

The Devil's Elbow is three miles (five 
km.) north of Bethany of Highway 7A. The 
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Cross country skiing has continued to 
increase in popularity across the country.

hill has a vertical drop of 350 feet or 105 
metres, and a maximum length of 3,000 
feet or 900 metres. There are two 
doublechair, four T bar and one rope lift 
available and the ski area is open during 
the day. Other such commodities as 
snowmaking equipment, a resident \pro, 
rentals, cross country trails, a snack /bar 
and package plans are available. Devil’s 
Elbow is a member of the Ontario Ski 
Resorts Association and have Canadian Ski 
Patrols on duty. 

Cedar Mountain is located one mile east 
of Peterborough on Highway 7. The 
vertical drop is 235 feet and the maximum 
length is 200 feet. The lifts available are 
two T bars and one rope and this area is 
open days znd nights from Tuesday to 
Sunday. It also has snowmaking equipment 
a resident pro, rentals cross country trails 
and a snack bar. Cedar Mountain is a 
member of the Ontario Ski Resorts 
Association and has Canadian Ski Patrols 
on duty. 

The Kawartha area is also served by 
Snowchex at 11:50 p.m. daily on CHEX TV 
in Peterborough. This service gives the ski 
conditions of both -hill and cross country 
skiing; the snow conditions for snowmob- 
ilers and snowshoers; and ice conditions 
for fishermen and iceboating plus the 
winter events in the area. 

Cross country skiing has probably 
become more widely known in Canada 
within the last 20 years. Historians have 


“written of cross country skiing as far back 


as 2,000 years BC. Books are a good source 
of information on skiing and the 
purchasing of equipment, but you must be 
sure that the book is the ‘atest edition 
because new ideas and technical data are 
introduced each year. Ski’specialty stores 
are probably the best sources of 
information on buying equipment because 
manufacturers are constantly issuing them 
information regarding new products. 

After you -have your skis, waxing 
becomes an important step in skiing. If the 
wax does not fit the conditions, you are 
likely to work harder and ski. less 
proficiently. Waxing is determined by the 
type of snow involved and the temperature 
on your particular skiing day. You can 
check the snow. by squeezing a handful of 
snow in 1 ;loved hand. Wet snow will stick 
togethcr, dry snow will blow away when 
you open your hand and in between snow 
will form small balls in your hand. 

Wax should be applied indoors and to 
clear, dry skis. Crayon the wax on as 
evenly as possible and smooth it out with a 
piece of cork. You can wax over old wax as 
long as the old wax is the same hardness or 
harder than the wax you wish to use, but do 
not try to put hard wax on soft wax. 


More and more areas are offering trails for 
the beginners and experts in the sport. 


For some of the more enthusiastic skiers, 
many slopes offer the chance to take to the 


Remember that the colder the weather, the 
harder the wax you should use. 

Cross country skiing is a great deal of 
fun but caution must also be exercised. Be 
careful not to begin to enjoy the scenery 
and your healthy feeling so much you go so 
far that you cannot get back before dark or 
before becoming exhausted. Never go into 
the bush alone or without a compass. 
Notify someone of your approximate route

Howtostart aGM car 
incold temperatures 


OSHAWA Ont. - Cold? Having trouble 
' starting your car? Been pumping the 
accelerator pedal? Well, maybe that's the 
oe you have had trouble starting you 
car 

According to General Motors of 
Canada’s General Service and Quality 
Manager, Duncan A. Brodie, ‘There is a 
lot of mistaken information at this time of 
the year about how you should start your 
car on a cold morning. The best advice,”’ 
he claims, ‘‘is probably tucked away in the 
glove compartment in the owner's 
-manual."’ 

Brodie’s advice came when he overheard 
a local radio station broadcaster recently 
offer ‘winter starting tips’, telling listeners 
to ‘hold the accelerator pedal halfway 
down while cranking the starter on a cold 
morning.’ ‘‘The broadcaster's advice 
could cause needless delays, and may even 
prevent, starting when cold,’’ Brodie 
pointed out. 

“When starting any GM car ( all GM 
models since the advent. of emission 


controls in the late 60's), ies bo the 
accelerator pedal once (twice, below -17 
degrees C.), let your foot come all the way 
back off the accelerator pedal, turn the key, 
and within seconds the engine should 
start,’’ said Brodie. 

‘In msot of our investigations,’’ he said, 
‘that nervous right foot keeps many cars __ 
from starting on cold mornings. Halfway 
down is o.k. when restarting after the 
engine is warm -- but never cold.”’ 

ontinuing his advice, Brodie included 
some other tips for driver in part of the 
country where below normal temperatures 

_ are expected this winter. 

Avoid short trips (less than two 
kilometres if at all possible, since the 
battery discharges more than the charging 

’ system.can put back, and other mechanical 
parts will not warm-up adquately. 

- Once started, drive the car to be sure 
all moving parts warm-up. Just letting the 
engine run wastes gasoline and doesn't 
warm-up the other mechanical compo- 
nents.

Snowmobiling regulations 


A helmet must be worn by every person 
driving or riding on a motorized. snow 
vehicle or in a cutter, toboggan, sled or 
similar conveyance towed behind it on a 
serviced roadway or public trail. The 
helmet must comply with the standards set 
down for motorcycle helmets. 


The owner or occupier of land owes no 
duty of care toward anyone driving or 
riding on a motorized snow vehicle or being 
towed by one, of the driver or rider is a 
trespasser or licencee. The owner-occupier 
does have the duty not to create danger 
with the deliberate intent of doing harm or 
damage. 


If someone other than the owner uses a 
snowmobile with the owner’s consent, both 
are liable for any damages or injuries that

A person who uses a snowmobile on a 
highway or public trail must produce 
evidence when asked by a police officer 
that he or she is insured under a motor 
vehicle liability policy. 

Any collision on or off the highway that 
results in injury to any person or damage to 
property apparently exceeding $100 must 
be reported to the police immediately. 

Only a rigid tow-bar may be used when a 
snowmobile is towing a cutter, toboggan or 
sled. lowing is prohibited on a serviced 
roadway except to cross the road at a 90 
degree angle. These rules do not apply 
when a snowmobile is being used to free a 
stuck vehicle, for emergency rescue, or for 
trail maintenance.

snow grips, regardless of whether their car 
is equipped with radials. 
Bill Noll, manager of product service for 
BFGoodrich Canada, says the unpredicta- 
bility of Canadian winters, coupled with 
frequent deep snowfalls are good reasons 
for drivers to use wintér tires, even if their 
vehicle is €quipped with radials. 
“Although summer radials provide 
better traction than bias or belted tires, the 
treads still aren’t deep enough to provide 


winter, but once in awhile an unexpected 
guest pays a visit.

good traction in heavy snow or mud,”’ he 
said. ‘‘All winter tires have a specially-de- 
signed tread to provide extra grip in mud 
or snow.” 

“The only’ drive who wouldn't need 
winter radials would be a selective city 
driver who doesn't drive on anything but- 
cleared roads.” 

Noll offers a few 
preparing, for winter: 

- If you\have traded cars during the 
summer, your new car may be equipped 
with radials, while your old snow tires may 
be bias-ply. If that is the case, then the bias 
ply, or bias belted tires should not be used. 

BFG tire experts strongly advise against 
the use of bias-ply tires on the rear axle 
and radials on the front. The difference in 
handling characteristics between the two 
tire types can lead to unexpected control 
problems, especially on wet or snow-slick 
pavement. 

Tire construction can easily be deter- 
mined by reading the information on the 
sidewall of the tire. All tires carry. the 
words ‘‘tubeless’’ or ‘‘tube-type’’. Radial- 
ply tire will have the additional word 
**radial’’ immediately thereafter. 

- Check your tires carefully for proper 
sizing, wear, balance, and of course 
adequate inflation. Improper inflation can 
cause premature wear and reduced 
traction. 

- Also adjust your driving habits. Winter 
driving conditions require a driver to allow 
for the decrease in visibility and traction 
capabilities. 

- Before you begin driving clean off the 
entire windshield and all windows. Use 
your windshield washers often to clear 
away road. spatter, and in fog or heavy 
snowfall keep your headlights on low 
beam. It’s also a good idea to run your 
heater and defroster for a few minutes 
before you start out in a cold car, to 
prevent sudden fogging of the windshield. 

- If you happen to get stuck in. heavy 
snow, use a light foot on the accelerator. 
Spinning your wheels is a dangerous 
practice and will only dig you in deeper. 
You might get the bite you need by‘putting 
rock salt, sand, or a traction mat such as

- Plan ahead for lane changes, and-move 
into them on a long, gradual tangent.

If you do go into a skid, don't 
over steer, and don't hit the brakes.

Centennial Flashback . | 
Norwood was a busy place 
at time of incorporation 


of about 1,200 people. 

On January 1, 1878, John Burnham, 
warden and council passed the necessary 
by-law to authorize the formation of the 
village of Norwood as a_ separate 
municipality. 

J.B. Pearce was reeve of Norwood from 
1878 to 1882 while S.H. Dewart was the 
first clerk at a salary of $25 per annum. 
W.H. Mullan, treasurer received $10 per 
year. Councillors were Samuel J. Griffin, 
William E. Rosburgh, John. Finlay and 
Hiram Reynolds. 


. Between 1837 and 1878, there were 
numerous places of business in the village 
of Norwood including three millinery 
shops, two jewellers and watch-makers, 
seven blacksmiths, three tailors, three 
bakeries, two butchers, three doctors, four 
barbers, a dentist, a lawyer, two furniture 
dealers who doubled as undertakers, a 
laundry,’ a photographic studio, three 
druggists;"a newspaper office and two 
hardware stores. 
At the time of incorporation in 1878,

Nuclear Site for 
Marmora? 


Viable alternatives may exist for 
Marmora in terns of mining and nuclear 
waste disposal according to a knowledge- 
able area geologist. 

Dr. George Wahl; the man who initially 
established the Marmora Mine in 1949 
says that Marmora should be taking a look 
at holdings by major mining operations 
such as Noranda in the area and see if any 
of these is viable. 

“**Marmora should be out approaching 
mining companies that have land, finding 
out what's there.”’ he said, 

According to Dr: Wahl, Marmora ts the 
ideal site for a mining Operation. “You 
have skilled labour force that understands 
and has a long history in mining. You have 
the infrastructure - the Schools, churches 
and cemeteries - already there. Mining 1s 
in your heritage in Marmora - you have 200 
vears of mining, its ups and downs... 

Dr. Wahl also emphasized the potential 
of anuclear dumping site. There tone site 
and “possibly two that may satisfy the 
necessary conditions...where everything 
was neutralized’’ Such a project, he said, 
would have ‘‘long, long verm benefits.. 
that would last many generations and keep 
the labour force much longer than the 
mine’. 


As far as choosing the suitability of the 
site, Dr. Wahl believes that, “‘you have to 
do your research first and then make your 
decision. You can't prove a thing until you 
go out and look at it.” 

Mt. Moriah, he believes “‘was suitable. 
The AECL blew it in its ,presentation. 
There was lack of understanding of the 
terms they were using...a bad approach”’. 
Dr. Wahl believes that it has not yet been 
proved that Mt. Moriah is or isn’t safe, but 
because of premature reaction, the issug_is 
dead. 

In Marmora, thepeople who. are 
interested in establishing a nuclear 
dumping site would have to “have the guts 
to go ahead and take the slings and 
arrows, We have to get the facts before we 
proceed.” 

Dr. Wahl originally contacted Marmora 
Village Council through clerk-treasurer 
and former reeve and -county warden 
William Shannon. He met with counctl on 
Monday. Wheh asked to what extent his 
involvement in helping to procure mining 
ventures or nuclear waste disposal sites 
would be, he declined to be specific. “lve 
helped Marmora before, I'd like to help 
Marmora again.”

Bethlehem wouldn't sell 
land — 


Bethlehem Steel would not co-operate 
‘with Marmora’s industrial development 
committee ino its attempts to «procure 
sercices lands for future small industrial 
development according to Mr. Andre 


Philpot, a Marmora councillor and member 
of the committee, 

According to Mr. Philpot, the council 
was interested in purchasine land that. 
Bethlehem owned but had never used and 
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A ‘small quiet community ‘north of 
Madoc, which was once called Cooksookie, 
was once a thriving community with many 
stores and businesses. This village is now 
as Queensboro and has just 


recently had one of its last local businesses 


closed, McMurray’s General Store. Sag- 
er’s General Store is still there but it is one 
of the last of many thriving businesses In 
this village. At one time there were four 
churches, a school, two cheesefactories, a 
hotel, a couple of general stores, a butcher 
shop, a bakeshop, a couple of blacksmiths, 


a doctor, at least two mines 0 rating in » 


the area plus a grist and sawmi 1. To add to 
the importance of this community was a 
large train station, which supplied the 


local businesses with their various needs. 
Many of these buildings have long since 


i disappeared but there are still some 


buildings rich in_ history standing in 


aQueensboro, and even more bleak 


reminders of buildings that used to be. The 
nsboro school, which was built in 
1901, is still standing and being used; three 


of the four churches are still there and the. 
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steps of the*other church are still visible 
when there is no snow on the ground; two 
stores, one of which (Sager’s General 
Store) is still in operation, make up the 
main street of Queensboro. The old train 
station is still there although it has been 


converted into a house and Mr. George 


Gordon is presently living in it. The old 
mill still stands desolate and alone but 


hasn't operated since 1965, and beside the / 
mill is the Thompson house which was 


probably one of the first buildings. in 
Queensboro. In the vicinity of the village 
there are also a couple of abandoned 
mines, one of which was a gold mine. 
Traces of these can still be seen if people 
know where to look and are willing to do a 
little walking. 

In the course of this story I will try to 
supply information on many of these 
historic sites as well as pictures of the 
buildings that are now standing and if 
possible what they looked like back in 

‘Queensboro Hay day. I will try to write as 
much about these buildings as is known 
and maybe a little of the local gossip. The 
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information that I have has been received 
from books around the neighbourhood and 


‘also from many of the residents of 


Queensboro. All of the information may 
not be completely accurate but itis the way 
it is remembered by the people and this 
makes it all the ‘more valuable and 
interesting. f 

The stores are still there so I will begin 
‘with them. Sager’s General Store was 
originally built along the river bank, with 
part of 'the store extending over the river. 
People remember the store having trouble 
in the spring with flooding. The store was 
eventually moved from the bank of the 
river to its present location; it was 
probably relocated to avoid the spring 
floods. It was owned by Bob Sager at the 
time it was relocated and is presently run 
by Bobi Sager. The store has retained 
much of the old time flavor and hospitality 
and miiny Pecpie think, that she sells the 
best pickled pork that you can buy. There 
are still benches strategically placed 
throughout the store where people can sit 
and chat. It’s not that the shopping is so 


‘store was.a thriving hotel 


exhausting; just that it is a sociable place 
and much of the local gossip is discussed 
here. The personalized service that you 
receive here cannot be topped by any of the 
modern convenience stores. 

McMurray’s Store across the street also 
has an interesting history. Originally the 
at would 
accommodate the loggers and miners, 
whenever they could get to town. Stories 
abound of the many fights that would occur 
if they: happened to arrive at the same 
time. One person said, ‘““There were many 
tough men here then’’. The story goes that 
they would arrive in town and before long 
someone would suggest.a dance. A fiddler 
would be located and soon everyone would 
be celebrating. There was also a story of a 
female stepdancer who weighed over 300 
pounds. After awhile the men would beg in 
to get a little tipsy and then you couldn’t - 
tell the fighting from the dancing. Later on 
the hotel was changed to a store and 
remained that way until just recently, 
when it was closed. It was another building 
that time caught up to. 
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Queensboro has changed 
very little through the 
years. This picture of the 
school is old but it is east 
easy to see that it is the 

same school. | 


The old railroad station 
where Mr. George Gordon 
now lives. The out buildings 
look very much like they 

probably did when the 
train was running through 

Queensboro. 
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The schoolhouse looks almost as good as 
the early pictures of it. Time does not seem 
to have affected this structure but it has 
been empty as far as students are 
concerned for quite a while. The Women’s 
Institute still uses the school for meetings 
and euchre parties are held there quite 
often. ' 

The churches of the community have 
reflected much of what has happened to the 
rest of the village. At one time there were 
four prosperous churches but they were: 
gradually closed down or were torn down. 
Three of the churches still stand; one has 
completely disappeared except for ‘ the 
steps, and only one is still in operation. The 


: 
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United Church is still active and hopefully _ 
will remain operative. The Methodist 


Church closed down’ at the church union 
and its congregation went to the: United 
Church. The Catholic Church stands 
majestically on the top of the hill leading

ae Queensboro and was the last church to 
close. 

The shutting down of the railway station 
probably spelled the end for much of 


, Queensboro. The line was originally called 


the Bay of Quinte Railway and was later 


changed to the C.N.R. Mr. George Gordon _ 


lives in the old station house and he 
remembers a great deal about the railroad 
and the station. The actual station house 
and some of the out buildings are ‘still 
there. Mr. Gordon says that the walls in his 
-home are filled with cement. He had to do 
some wiring in his house after he moved in 
and he found this very difficult to do. He 
ended up cutting grooves in the boards and 
running the wires through these grooves. 
‘People are still wondering how I was able 
to wire this house,”’ he says. 
He looked out the window and said, ‘‘The 
tracks ran just outside that window’. 
‘There used to be a 60’ shed which stretched

out behind the house. Mr. Gordon 
remembered that they stored almost every 
conceivable kind of freight in that shed. 
The roofcaved in after he bought the place 
and he had no use for the shed so he tore it 
down. The Queensboro station used to be 
very unique because it was completely 
white. Mr. Gordon laughed and stated, ‘“‘It 
sure used to be funny to see that white 


station’. After awhile the railway decided . 


to paint the station a more conventional 
color and soon Queensboro’s station was 
red like most of the others. 

The old track beds are still clearly 
visible and he remembers them well, He 
spoke of an old brass bolt called a land 
level in one of the cement buttments of the 
old railway bridge. ‘‘That bolt is exactly 
643.3.inches above sea level.’’ He told me 
how to find the bolt so hopefully I will be 
able to find it and get a picture for this 


story. One of the old sheds behind ‘the 


house’ used to be a handcar shed. He 


remembefed seeing the handcars stored 
there and hadone come in off the tracks 
while he was there. | 

A spur was built from the station to one of 


- the mines in the area and he recalls the ore 


coming down. Before that spur was built, 
wagons used to come from the mine to the 
station. Lumber was also shipped from the 
yard ‘and he said it used to get pretty 
cluttered in that yard. ‘You could hardly 
move on a busy day.” 

Finally the railroad decided to sion 
running through Queensboro and althoug 
the residents petitioned to keep it operating 
they obviously didn’t get enough support 
and the station was closed. A year later the 
tracks were taken up and now these 
buildings are the last piece of evidence that- 
there ever was a railroad in Queensboro.

Ski program offers 
help against theft 


The Ontario Ski Council, in co-operation 
with municipal and provincial police forces, 
has set up a program to discourage the 
theft of ski equipment. 


The program, Ski Trace, is the result of 
the ever-increasing popularity of skiing 
over the past years, With this increase has 


come a growing incidence of equipment 
theft. 

Ski Trace is the only service available 
that will assist in the recovery and return of 
stolen skis. Equipment is registered, along 
with the name, address and phone number 
of the owner, and placed on Ontario Ski 
Council and police department files. A 
label is placed on the front of the skis, 
indicating they are registered, in the hopes 
of discouraging would-be thieves. 


Until now, skiers had to rely on other 
‘ways of protecting their equipment, such 

as depositing the skies separately (divide 
and confuse); distinctive identification 
marks; or the use of ski locks. 

Ski Trace is not an insurance policy and 
no reimbursement for losses can be made. 
It is suggested that the individual owners 
take out a policy on their equipment for 
their own protection. 3 

If the skis are sold, owners are asked to 
notify the ski council.

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_ Know how to 


survive in bush 


Be prepared, know how to survive and 
take precautions to avoid problems. Those 
are the three basic rules that apply to 
snowmobiling off the beaten track, as 
supplied by a booklet from the Kawartha 
Tourist Association. 

“The best information on your snow- 
mobile is in your owner’s manual,”’ states 
the booklet. ‘‘Read it and always carry it 
for reference. And remember, it’s a lot 
easier to do preventive maintenance in the 
warmth of your garage than freezing your 
hands on the trail.’’ 

The booklet advises snowmobilers to 
know the route they intend to take before 
setting out. ‘‘If you don’t know where you 
are going, you.may not get back.”’ 

‘‘Always carry a compass and topo- 

raphic map of the area you plan to run. 
yeep most important, advise someone 
where you are going and your expected 
time of arrival. Take a buddy along. It’s 
more enjoyable to have a companion and a 
great safety measure.”’ 

“Experienced woodsmen never leave 
home without a minimum of survival gear. 
Naturally, how you prepare depends on the 
terrain you plan to visit, but don’t fool 
_ yourself into a false sense of security - it 
takes only a few short minutes to get miles 
back into the woods and possibly hours to 
get back home. Picture yourself broken 
down five miles in with the prospect of one 
and a half hours walk through light snow. 
Or more than 10 hours of tortuous trudging 
in three feet of snow. Then picture yourself 
injured or lost. It isn’t a pretty picture but 
it does not have to be a serious problem if 
you are prepared.”’ 

The association advises all snowmobilers 
to carry a ‘mini survival kit"’ containing a 
whistle, flashlight, map, compass, fire- 


starter, waterproof matches, pocket knife, 
a small first aid kit, spare socks, a plastic 
sheet, a mirror, smoke flare, a quantity of 
candles, nylon cord, some dehydrated 
nourishment and a pair of snowshoes. 

Six basic rules for survival include:. 

- do not panic; 

- stay where you are and wait for help; 

- avoid over-exertion, which lowers the 
body resistance to cold; 

- avoid getting wet, both inside and out, 
because wet suits lose most of their 


“insulation qualities; 


- build a small fire on top of evergreen 
logs for warmth, drying and signalling; 

- make a shelter by scooping out snow, 
leaving a small opening downwind. 

The internationally-accepted distress 
signal is three short blasts on a gun or 
whistle or three flashes with a flashlight or 
mirror. 


_A fire can be started without matches by 
using a snowmobile spark plug. Unscrew 
the pivs and attach the ignition cord. Then 
hold a dry stick or the efid of a piece of 
cloth soaked in gasoline near the end of the 
plug. Pull the starter cord to create a spark. 

hen travelling over ice, the booklet 
recommended moderate, continuous 
speeds. Sudden acceleration or decelera- 
tion causes differences in ice weight 
pressure. Continuous travel over the same 
path can weaken the ice. A recent study 
suggests there be at least three inches of 
clear, blue lake ice for safe travel by 
snowmobiles. Ice travel should be in pairs 
with at least 50 feet between the machines. 
_ Rivers and streams tend to form thinner 
ice in mid stream than on the sides. 
Measurements taken from the sides may 
not be safe.

Some rules, - 
regulations 


ofthe sport — 


With the holiday hustle -and bustle now 
behind, the thoughts of many local 
residents are turning to the open fields and 
trails. As in past years, snowmobiling 
continues to grow as a_ recreational 
past-time and with that increase comes an 
ever-growing number of rules and 
regulations to follow. 


All motorized snow vehicles must now be 
registered. Even if it has been registered 
previously, it must now be re-registered 
with the Ministry of Transportation and 
Communications. The vehicle must also 
have a permit if used off the owner’s land. 
Permit requirements apply in every part of 
Ontario, with the exception of certain 
designated remote northwestern areas. 

Every dealer who sells a motorized snow 
vehicle must register it on behalf of the 
owner with the Ministry of Transportation 
and Communications within six days of the 
sale. The snowmobile must not be driven 
anywhere until it has been registered with 
the ministry. 


The registration certificate bears a 
registration number which must be 
attached to, or ae on, both sides of the 
machine’s cowling. The numbers must not 
be less than two inches or more than three 
inches height and must contrast with the 
machine’s color. There is no fee for 
registration. 

e fee for the annual permit is $10. 
When the permit is issued, it will be 


affixed to the registration certificate, and 


the owner will be given two adhesive 
stickers and ‘background patches which 
must bé affixed to each side of the cowling 
between the registration numbers and the 


rear of the cowling. 


Snowmobiles may be operated on the 
owner’s property or on other land with the 
owner’s written permission. They may be 
driven on public trails, public parks and 
conservation areas, sca where prohibit- 
ed. The machine may be taken along a 
King’s highway or secondary highway, 
except where prohibited, in the part of the 
right-of-way between the shoulder and the 
adjoining property fence, provided ‘the 
snowmobile is driven as far away from the 
serviced road as possible. Generally, the 
machines may not be taken on the serviced 

rtion of the highway or secondary 

ighway (from shoulder to shoulder) 
except to cross. the crossing must only be 
done at a 90 degree right angle. 
Snowmobiles are prohibited entirely from 
using freeways from fence to fence. 

Local municipalities have the right to 
pass. bylaws regulating, governing of 
prohibiting the operation of motorized 
snow vehicles anywhere within their 
boundaries, on or off the highway. 


To drive along a highway, the person 
must be 16 years of age or older and must 
hold a valid Ontario driver’s licence. 

Snowmobiles may not be driven faster 
than 15 miles per hour on a highway 
where the speed limit for cars if 30 miles 
per hour or less or in any public park, 
conservation area or exhibition grounds. 
They may not be driven faster than 30 
miles per hour on any highway where the 
car speed limit is more than 30 miles per 
hour. This speed limit applied also to 
public trails unless otherwise posted. 


The driver of the snowmobile must carry 
his or her driver's licence and must show it 
when asked by a police officer or 
conservation officer. If the driver is not 
carrying the licence, he must give his 
correct name and address. If the 
snowmobile is being operated on someone 
else’s property, the driver must stop when 
asked by the owner to do so and identify 
himself. Failure to comply with these 


regulations can result in arrest. 


nowingly or unknowingly trespassing 


on land while operating a snowmobile is an * 


offence. Fines on conviction may be as high 
as $500. Permission to operate the vehicle 
on someone else’s land must be obtained in 
writing or the driver may face a trespassing 
charge.

_Yet a third accomplishment is that Nina 
will now be classed as a CD or Companion 
ts, AA shows that the dog has 
ri . The amazing thing is that she 
managed this in three siraight tries: to 


three trials. This is rarely done in three, it 
usually takes 5 or 6 at the minimum. 

What makes Nina a champion? 
According to Brent, its two. qualities- 
intelligence and trainibility. ‘‘Nina’s real 
brainy’’ says Brent, ‘‘and very docile. Not 
bul ed, which is hard to work with 
when you're training a dog’’. | 

Of course even with a highly trainable 
dog you have to be a good trainer. The key 
to training, Brent says, is reading the dog’s 
mind. ‘‘You’ve got to know what’s going 
on inside the dog’s head or. you'll mess it 
up.”’ is is obviously an _ instinctive 
quality, but there’s also training for the 
trainer that’s ‘very important. Brent 
learned his skills from a German in Alaska 
where he first began to show dogs. The 
method that this man used, he says was far 
harsher than the technique Brent now 
uses. 

‘I use a combination of the German and 
Canadian system. In Canada a lot of 
trainers use rewards everytime the dog 
does something ew I do that but I also 
punish the dog if he doesn’t pay mind.”’ 

‘A second part of Brent’s training is a 13 
week trainers’ course he took in Brampton. 
‘Although Brent said little about it, another 

‘experienced dog owner told me that for 
‘ show, ‘‘the trainers are trained as much as 


" the dogs. In some cases the trainers will 


lose points for moving his body if he is 
supposed to be giving the dogs only voice

according to Brent: This obviously 
demands a high degree of skill and 
concentration on the part of the trainer. 
How much time does he spend training? 
Brent works with the dog about twenty 
minutes a day. ‘But that adds up to a lot of 


dog into a show unless its ready- thus Nina 
was 1 year 4 months before she began 
competition this fall. 

Brent is interested in promoting dogs 
and dog training i naa and he hopes 
to run a training course in Marmora next 
spring or summer. ‘‘A lot of people think 
that training is just for the professionals 

‘and for purebreeds, but any intelligent 
person can train an intelligent dog."’ Brent 
related with obvious satisfaction how an 
old trapper had come into one show he was: 
in with a mutt ‘‘that showed all the $500 
dogs up. He had this dog doing everything 
the others could do and then he had the 
dog going around and setting off traps with 
a stick. Everyone just stood there with their 
mouths open”’ / 

Why did Brent choose dobermans to 
train? ‘‘There’s nothing like them. They're 
sleek, agile, they have the style and speed 
of a greyhound, the hitting power of a pit 

bull , a better nose than a bloodhound.. 
and they’re an intelligent dog.’’ Dober- 
mans were originally developed as a 
hunting dog in Europe and are now used 
extensively by police in North America for 
tracking ‘‘they can pick up a scent a week 
old’’ he says. 

What about the doberman’s reputation 
for viciousness? Brent contends that this 
is simply misunderstanding on the part of 
the public. Most incidents, such as the one 
recently where a child was savaged by a 
doberman, resulted from inbreeding ‘they 
bred a brother and sister together to 
produce that dog. It's too high strung’. 
Brent'says that a doberman is a gentle and 
loyal dog unless trained to be mean.He 
says the same of German Shepherds. ‘*You 
couldn’t find a nicer pet. But it they're 
trained to kill, then they’re killers.”’ | 

Brent used to train Dobermans as attack 
dogs- meaning that the dog will attack on 
the master’s command- but he gave it up 
because he doesn’t see the sense ‘‘in 
training a dog to be mean.”

TORONTO - A dramatic decline in the 
number of drivers and passengers killed in 
motor vehicle crashes during the first nine 
months of 1977, was announced ogg Gang 
Transportation and Communications Min- 
ister James Snow. 

The Minister said MTC figures reveal 
that. driver and passenger fatalities in 
Ontario were down 11.8 per cent. 
Altogether, 712 people died in motor 
vehicle accidents between Jan. 1 and ort: 
30 this year, compared to 807 during the 
same period in 1976. 


‘In all, 95 lives were saved,’’ Snow 
said.’‘And I think the credit for this sharp 
drop in driver-passenger fatalities must go 
to the news media, the police, and the 
various safety organizations throughout 
the province. 

“Their constant support of traffic safety 
programs, ao Saag Ontario's mandat- 
ory seat belt law, has made the motoring 

ublic more aware of the benefits that can 
bs derived from safe. driving habits."’ 

Snow said Ministry statistics also show 
that drivers and passengers wearing seat 
belts when involved in a collision are 10 
times more likely to survive than thosé who 
fail to buckle up. 


During the first six months of 1977, 212 
drivers were killed in’ mOtor vehicle 
accidents in which seat belts were not in 
use, This compared with 50 drivers killed 
while wearing seat belts. 

During the same period, 132 passengers 
died in accidents in which seat belts were 
not used, compared to 19 fatalities among

Snow expressed concern, however, 


“about a 17.3 per cent increase in the 


number of drivers and passengers injured 
in highway crashes this year. During the 
first nine months of 1977, 57,694 people 
were injured, compared to 49,181 during 
the same period the previous year. 

““With fewer fatalities, an increase in the 
number of personal injuries is to be 
expected,’’ Snow said. “‘But the driver- 
passenger injury rate over the first 
thr ‘e-quarters of this year’s far too high, 
eve. with a 2.7 per cent increase in the 
total number of accidents. 

‘Il am sure the number of injuries could 
be reduced, as well as fatalities, if 
motorists remembered to buckle up every 
time they got into their cars, and stayed 
alert when behind the wheel.” 

He pointed out that a recent MTC- 
Ministry of Health study found that seat 
belts also reduce the severity of injuries to 
motor vehicle victims. 

“Our study found that serious injuries 
were down 36 per cent during a 
three-month study period following the 
introduction of Ontario's mandatory seat 
belt law in 1976, compared to a similar 
period in 1975,"" Snow. said. ‘‘Minor 
injuries were down 11 per cent.” 

Specifically, the study found head 
injuries were down 16 per cent; neck and 


cervical spine injuries down 18 per cent, | 


chest and thoracic spinal injuries down be 
per cent; pelvic girdle injuries down 30 per 
cent, and multiple injuries down almost 28 
per cent.

Canfarm Workshop - For a number of 
ears now farmers across Canada have 
Sek making use of the computerized 
bookkeeping system known as Canfarm. 
During the years the system has changed 


to meet the needs of both farmers and the 


accounting profession. Version Ill of the 
system was introduced about two years ago 
and will be the only system available next 
year. While this system does offer some 
advantages over the old system, there are a 
few basic changes. gab aape are 
wired to make monthly mail-in reports 
and they do receive a computerized 
print-out summarizing all activities for that 
month along with the year-to-date 
summaries. At year end the system does 
calculations for income tax purposes in the 
form of a summarized income and expense 
statement along with a Capital Cost 
Allowance schedule.

The first Standards in Canada covering 
wheelchairs, prosthetic devices and other 
aids used by handicapped people will be 
written by committees of the Canadian 
Standards Association (CSA). 

CSA’s Consumer Advisory Panel recent- 
ly endorsed the formation of several 
sub-committees comprising users, medical 
experts and manufacturers which have 
been recently organized to write safety and 
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performance standards for a wide variety 
of appliances used by the handicapped. 
These subcommittees, each dealing with a 
specific type of equipment operate under 
the jurisdiction of a main CSA committee 
called Technology for the Handicapped, 
chaired by Dr. Morris Milner, Director of 
Biomedical Engineering, Shedoke Rehabil- 
itation Centre, McMaster University, 
Hamilton, Ontario. 


Student Loans Program 


OTTAWA - Secretary of State John 
Roberts announced today that the Canada 
Student Loans Program will be adminis- 
stered by the Department of the Secretary 
of State effective December 1, 1977. This 
program has been under the jurisdiction of 
the Minister of Finance since its inception 
in 1964. 

The program, which has benefitted more 
than 850, students, will continue to 
operate under the legislation passed in 
August, 1964. 

It was considered appropriate to transfer 
the Canada Student Loans Program to the 
jurisdiction of the Department of the 
Secretary of State because this department 


is responsible for coordinating educational 
matters at the federal level. 

Under existing legislation, the provinces 
are responsible for authorizing loans to 
full-time post secondary students. Char- 
tered banks or other designated lending 
institutions in Canada issue the loan, and 
the federal government is responsible for 
interest charges while the student 
continues his studies, and for six months 
thereafter. 

Canada Student Loans are available to 
Canadian citizens or landed immigrants 
who have lived in Canada for 12 
consecutive months. Applicants must 
demonstrate a need for assistance. 
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‘It’s incredible that there aren’t any 


' standards for wheelchairs when you 


consider the number of years they have . 
been in use,’’ sayd Dr. Milner. ‘‘Minimum 
standards are needed for ‘all. this 
equipment, especially when similar parts 
are being mass produced. Standardization 
will hopefully, make basic parts produced 
by one anufacturer compatible or 
interchangeable with those produced by 
other manufacturers. At the present time, 
the manufacturers are using somewhat 
different designs of components and 
assemblies which can make it difficult to 
obtain replacement parts.”’ 

' Dr. Milner says the standards must 
ensure that the materials used in artificial 
limbs and wheelchairs are ‘‘able to stand 
everyday stresses and strains to which they 
might be submitted.’’ He would also like to 
see standards for automotive hand 
controls. Dr. Milner’s committee is 
considering standards covering artificial 
limbs, motorized and standard wheelchairs 
and other electronic aids for the 
handicapped such as environmental 
controllers. CSA’s Consumer Advisory 
Panel, along with urging standards to be 
written for medical devices, also called for 
the licensing or certification of people 
manufacturing and fitting prosthetic 
pcp ay were the eben time there are 
no laws forbidding unqualified le from 
fitting artificial iabe. ie 


FON commends “progressive trails” 


The Federation of Ontario Naturalists 
to-day commended proposed trails policies 
as ‘‘well researched, and written and 
extremely progressive.”’ The comments 
are contained in a major policy letter to 
Natural Resources Minister Frank Miller, 
released to-day. 


According to the naturalists, the policies 
‘have importance to every landowner in 
the province.’’ They propose that 
landowners be made not liable for damage 
incurred by those trespassing or otherwise 
on their property, provided no fee is 
charged or malice involved. ‘‘At present” 
says FON President Matthew Gaasenbeek, 
‘‘many rural landowners post their 
Proper merely because they are afraid of 
iability for injured trespassers.” 


The naturalists also commended a host 
of recommendations for funding of 


volunteer trails groups, establishment of a 
trails system, use of right-of-way for trails, 
tax incentives tor trailowners, and a host of 
other areas. 


But in a couple of areas, the Federation 
differed sharply from the Council. It 
argued that in the present times of 
financial restraint, priority of recreational 
funding should be given to land acquisition 
for provincial parks, and that development 
of both parks and trails should be 
forestalled or toned down in order to 
ensure that parklands are acquired.

Until these 
machines are provided with areas that can 
legally be used without damage, they will 
continue to destroy valleys.’’ But the 
Federation disagreed that provincial parks 
should be opened to either trail bikes or 
off-road vehicular use.

‘The Sturdy Oak 


The interest in the oak furniture of the. 
late nineteenth-century and early twentieth 
century continues to increase. It is no 
longer furniture to be relegated to the 
kitchen or den. More and more people are 
using it throughout the house. As this 
Happens prices are moving ever upward. 

urniture of this period is divided into 
basically \two groupings; quarter sawn 
(sometimes referred to as Golden Oak) and 
Mission Oak. Confusion reigns supreme 
among new collectors of this period. With a 
little time, it is easy to tell the difference. 
Quarter sawn oak is the oak that, has the 
wide yellow grain. Mission Oak has the 
straight dark grain. The quarter sawn oak 
commands a higher price than the other, so. 
keep this in mind when buying. 


Many times oak furniture has been 
painted again and again. If you wish to 
restore the piece to its natural finish, there 
are problems ahead. Oak is the most 
difficult of all woods to refinish, and if you 
try to take short cuts you will never be 
happy with the results. 

The grain in oak is open and many times 
you will find that paint has seeped into the 
grain. When this problem occurs, you have 
two alternatives. You can use a belt sander 
to deep sand the flat surfaces, but this 
creates two additional problems. The 
furniture will loose the patina that has 
developed with age and will take on’a new 
look. And if this is not enought problem, 
what are you going to do about the round 
surfaces such as legs, rungs, etc? 

‘The other method requires times, effort, 
and patience. Buy a good grade of 
commercial paint remover, a soft wire 
brush and start scrubbing. Don’t expect to 
finish in a hurry, but if you are seriously 
interested in restoring your furniture to Its 
original condition without reducing the 
value, your time will be well spent. 

Once you get all the old ‘finish off, you 
are ready to start the refinishing process. 
You must fill the grain of oak. If you don't. 
you will never have a smooth finish. And 
don’t try to use some of the modern 


products that claim to fill and seal in one 


operation. They are fine for close grain

woods, but not for open grains. But past 
woods, but not for open grains. Buy Paste 
consistency of heavy cream with paint 
thinner. Apply the filler to all surfaces 
(apply with the grain). When it has dried 
just enough to loose its shine, wipe it off 
cross the grain with a very coarse material 
such as burlap. Check to be sure you are 
not pulling the filler out of the grains. 
When youw-have wiped the excess filler off, 
do nothing for 48 hours. Most wood filler 
directions say wait 24 hours but believe me 
you:are assured of a better finish if you 
wait 48 hours. When the time has elapsed, 
rub the entire surface gently with ooo steel 


wool. Wipe with a clean cloth so that you 


won't leave wool particles or dust on the 
surface.Apply, a good grade of varnish 
sanding sealer- wait another 24 hrs., then 
sand with oooo steel wool. 

You are now ready to apply the finish of 
your choice. Choose the lustre and type 
finish you perfer, Apply at least two coats. 
Wait 24 hours between each coat and sand 
again with oooo steel wool. < 

After you have applied your last coat, 
wait 24 hours and rub with oooo steel wool 
saturated with parazine oil or lemon oil. 
Remove the excess oil with a soft cloth and 
enjoy your oak furniture restored to its 
original condition. 

If this sounds like too much trouble to 
bother with, I can assure you it is the only 
way you will be happy with your oak 
furniture. Take the time needed to restore 
your furniture and watch your investment 
grow from year to year just as you would 
your bank account.

FACTS ABOUT WINES 


Did you know wine.is con- 
sidered a basic food in many 
countries? More Americans 
than ever before now choose 
wine as,a beverage both with 
meals and at cocktail time. 

Want to learn more about 
wine? I learned at my father’s 
elbow and he from his father 
who founded our family 
winery, B. Cribari & Sons,’in

facts will get you started on 
the road to wine knowledge. 

Four Types 

First, let’s talk basics. There 
are four primary types of 
wine, Table wines, such as 
burgundy and chablis, spar- 
kling wines like champagne, 
dessert wines which include 
sherries and port and aperitifs 
such as vermouth. 

All four come from the 
juice of crushed grapes inter- 
acting with natural yeasts 
found on the grape’s skin. 
Called fermentation, the pro- 
cess hasn’t changed much 
since man first made wine 
thousands of years ago. 


Know Grape Juice Color? 


Another little known fact is 
that almost ‘all grape juice is 
white. That’s. right. Wine 
color comes from the skins 
during fermentation when 
crushed grapes and skins are 
left in or removed from the 
juice. White wine results 
when skins are removed and 


the skins in. the juice for a set 
time, then removing them. 
It’s as simple as that—there is 


«no artificial coloring in wine. 


My winery produces about 
20 varieties of wine within 
the four basic types.

‘During the Christmas season, most 
Ontario residents. receive many pleas to 
support charities. But the money they 
donate sometimes lines the pockets of 
unethical fundraisers instead of helping 
those in need. 

The ministry of consumer and com- 
mercial relations has prepared an 
information bulletin advising how to avoid 
these phony charity schemes. 

‘*We want to help consumers distinguish 
between worthwhile charities and phony 
schemes so they can be sure their 
donations don’t go to support unethical 
fundraisers,’’ said consumer minister 
Larry Grossman. ‘‘Most charitbalé organ- 
izations do a tremendous amount of good 
and would suffer greatly if people withheld 
their dollars,’’ he said. 

But there are exceptions. 

The ministry recently issued a cease- 
and-desist order against an Ottawa 
company which was representin itself as a. 
non-profit organization in order to. sell 
tickets to ristmas diners for senior 


citizens. 

The bulletin outlines some of the more 
prevalent unethical operations: 

Community groups are often asked to 
lend their names to circuses and parties 
run by promoters. In exchange they receive 
a small portion of the profits which they 
give to worthy causes. The promoters, who 
control the finances and ticket sales, keep 
up to 90 per cent of the money raised. 

Tickets to these events are often 
oversold because organizers know that 
most well-meaning consumers purchase 
them to help the underprivileged, not 
because they are interested in goin to the 


_ circus. At one circus, 21,000 tickets were 


sold for the 3,800 seats available. 
Telephone solicitors use well-rehearsed 


itches to sell these tickets or to canvass - 


or donations. The pitches combing 
high-pressure sales tactics with the ability 
to dodge uncomfortable questions. 
Some promoters also sell chocolate bars 
or household items to consumers who think 
their money is going to charity. Because

Under The Business Practices Act, 
companies which make ‘‘false, misleading 
or deceptive’? representations may be 
fined up to $25, and directors may be 
fined up to $2,000 each and-or imprisoned 
up to one year. 

‘*We have forced these companies out of 
business in the past and we won't hesitate 
to do so again,’’ said Mr. Grossman. 

‘‘But a cautious public is the best 
defence against phony charity schemes,” 
he added. 

Consumers are advised in te bulletin to 
give primarily to charities with which they 
are familiar and to check with the Better 
Business Bureau and -Chamber of 
Commerce if they are uncertain about a> 
company’s reputation. 

The bulletin also recommends that 
consumers ask questions, find out where 
the money is going, what percentage is 
actually used for charity work and the 
canvasser’s name and address.

The provincial government has an 
nOUneed: that up to three mineral deposits 
in the Marmora area may be made 
feasible for mining in the next three years 
Two of these'could be ready for productior 
as early.as Christmas of this year 
Altogether they represent 210 jobs. 

The three deposits are of calcium 
carbonate, used in making paint, silicate 
used in making glass and magnitite - « 
steel product. 

Whether or not the mines are developed. 
when and by whom, depends upon the 
capital costs according to government 
spokesmen. 

At the moment there are 30,000 tons ol 
calcium carbonate shipped into Eastern 
Canada yearly; government officials are 
convinced that the deposit udner consider 
ation can be produced at a much lower Cost 
than itcan be imported. However there are 
no details’of a capital cdst. The mine would 
employ about 30 people. — 

Similarily thesilica is being imported at 
17 to 35 dollars a ton into Canada and it 
could be produced for a great deal less. If it 
came through it would provide 100-150 jobs 
in the area. However it is not likely to be 
established before 1981 

The government also feels that the 
magnatite deposit, which ts north near 
Bancroft, co ila be produced al compentt 
ive prices. If this deposit was opened up 
the governement would try to make 
arrangements with CN to run a train 
directly from Madoc to’ Bancroft. This 
mine would employ 30 people .

In 1958 Dr. Zhores Medvedev, a Soviet 
biochemist now inexile in London, was 
asked by one of his superiors at a scientific 
tucademy in Moscow to join a research team 
embarking on secret work in the southern 
Urals. 

Dr. Medvedev turned down the 
invitation, which was. extended by a 
radiation expert. But piecing together 
information he acquired then and since, he 
has come to the conclusion that unknown to 
most Russians and the rest of the world, a 
disaster involving stored nuclear waste 
occurred in Urals in late 1957. 

~The area in question lies between the 
cities of Sverdlovsk and Chelyavinsk in a 
region where the Soviet Union concen- 
trated its burgeoning nuclear industry soon 
after the Second World War. 

(It was «near Sverdlovsk that - the 
American U2 aircraft carrying Francis Gary 
Powers was shot down in 19 
mission.) 

Until about a year ago, Dr. Medvedev 
was unaware that-he was one of a very few 
people in the West who knew the 20-year 
secret about the disaster. 

He began to research and write about it 
and as a result of his enterprise and the 
work of the British journalist Andrew 
- Cockburn, witnesses began to come 
forward to confirm that the nuclear 
accident did occur. Central Intelligence 
Agency documents to this effect have also 
been obtained by Mr. Cockburn. 

This is the picture that emerges: 

As Soviet nuclear installations prolifer- 
ated in the postwar period, Soviet 
scientists began to foresee dangers arising 
from the growing volume of radioactive 
waste, 


The Goverament, however, considered it - 


too expensive and time-consuming to drop 
low- and medium-level wastes into the 
ocean in containers. 


Instead, it was simply pumped ipto the’ 


ground at sites in the Urals. (According to 
Dr. Medvedev, similarly primitive modes 
of disposal were used in the United States 


during a spy " 


township for the elections, elected their 
candidates and held their council meetings 
in Toronto. ‘This could be a problem here. 
especially in the northern townships. I can 
see these people's point of view, of 
course, but I don't think that part time 
residents should control council.”’ 

On.the Marmoraton Mine situation, Mr. 
Pollock regretted that, due to the fact that 
county council meeting fell on the same 
day, he was unable to attend the meeting 
between the provincial ministers and the 
reeves of the municipalities most directly 
involved. He said that he was ‘‘hopeful 
that the mine situation would work out’’. 

The issue of land use bylaws and zoning’ 
regulations is the most contraversial that 
he will have to deal with, he feels. Rawdon 
Township still has not instituted such 4 
bylaw and Mr. Pollock feels that there is no 


‘pressing need for one there. He admits 


however that it is a problem in the more 


‘southern townships such as Sydney and 


Thurlow and in recreation-intensive land 
such as Marmora and Lake. 

He did point however, to Rawdon’s own 
experience where a man from outside the 
county had bought up land along the Crowe 
River, subdivided and sold ‘2 acre lots and 
then departed. First came complaints from 
thetpurchasers about problems with their 
land, then the Ontario Government was 
insisting that the township bring the road 
that the developer had created up to 
provincial standards. Protection from this 
type of situation is guaranteed by land use 
bylaws now in effect on the provincial and 
county level. The problem with such a 
system, he admits, is that although it is 
flexible, ‘‘it can be slow and «very 
frustrating.” He 

Mr. Pollock’s main political philosophy 
is ‘‘to be fair- to try and see the other 
person's point of view’’. and to find 
compromises where possible. With so 
many points of view to be dealt with, it will 
be a very helpful and necessary attitude in 
the warden’s office. 


in the early years of the nuclear race.) 
Eventually, possibly because of proces- 


ses of overheating not yet understood, an 


explosion of volcanic proportions occurred, 
throwing clouds of radioactive particles 
into the sky to be spread hundreds of miles 
by winds. 


In an area of perhaps 1,00 square miles 
in populous industrial region in the 
southern Urals, the radioactive dust 
contaminated forests and lakes, fish, 
beasts and fowl, villages and towns, and 


tens of thousands of people. 


The number of deaths is not known. 
Evacuation was not immediate, beginning 
only after widespread symptoms of 
radiation sickness began to appear, and 


rumor and public hysteria grew. 


This was confirmed recently by an 
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s County Warden 


anonymous Soviet immigrant to Israel who 
grew up and lived in the area. He said a 
doctor friend had told him in 1958 that all 
the hospitals in the area were full of victims 
of the Kyshtym catastrophe. 

‘These are huge hospitals with many 
hundreds of beds. The doctors all told me 
that the victims: were suffering from 
radioactive contamination. It was a 
tremendous number of people, | believe 
thousands. | was told that most of them 
died.”’ 

Another former resident now a nurse in 
Israel, a woman who lived in the rebuilt 
Kyshtym about 10 years after the disaster, 
said that the residents had carried 
radiation counters to check fresh produce 
while shopping. She herself had an 
abortion on medical advice when she

became pregnant in 1968. 

These witnesses, both located by Mr. 
Cockburn and. interviewed on British 
television, also told of fenced-in piles of 
topsoil around the local countryside on 
which common plants were growing in 
distorted shapes and sizes. They were 
called ‘tthe graveyards of the earth.” 

Professor Lev Tumerman, former head 
of the biophysics laboratory at the Institute 
of Molecular Biology in Moscow and since 
1972 a resident of Israel, also corroborates 
the disaster story. He visited Chelyabinsk 
in 1961. 

‘| was told there had been a very great 
atomic catastrophe, much of the livestock 
in the area had been destroyed. there was a * 
danger to life for the inhabitants and many 
of the citizens had been taken to hospital.

The problems of fundraising 


Fund raising is a big business today with 
service clubs, boy scouts, churches and, 
yes, schools into the act. Many different 
groups are attempting in some manner to 
raise funds for charity or to aid their own 
cause. Hardly a week passes in the life of a 
school principal that a fund-raising 
salesman or a ‘flyer’ in the mail informs us 
of a terrific offer to instantly raise cash 
selling candy, lightbulbs, chocolate bars 
etc. for our school. 7 

The question’ might be raised, ‘Is fund 
raising necessary for a school?’ We feel in 
this day and age of tightening budgets 
fund raising is advantageous. In Hastings 
County approximately 70% of the total 
budget is taken by salaries. The remaining 
30% constitutes all other supplies and 
services that are needed. For the past 
couple of years our Supplies and Services 
budget has remained close to the same 
dollar level but with inflation our dollars 
are buying less than in previous years - 
although our student population has not 
dropped significantly. These students still 
need pens, pencils, paper and textbooks to 
carry on with the programme we feel they 
need, Obviously some budget items in the 
school have to be cut. Lately we have 
curtailed our out-of-school field trips due to 
the financial situation although we know 


they aid the total programme of the 
student. We think fund raising is part of 
the answer. : 

In our school fund raising takes two 
forms, in and out of school. In school fund 
raising activities might be hot dog sales, 
fun fairs etc. that are carried on by the 
students themselves inside the school 
building. This year for the first time we 
have attempted a school fund raising 
activity that has involved the community. 
The students took orders and delivered 800 
fruit cakes prior to Christmas - a very 
respectable total that should represent a 
profit of about $50. for each class at Earl 
Prentice. 

It is not our intent to get into the 
merchandising business in such a manner 
that represents daily competition for 
merchants in our community who after all 
pay education taxes that support our 
school. Some school store or tuck shops 


‘have been faced with this problem before. 


Fund raising has other non-financial 
benefits for the student. to have all 
students working towards a common goal 
gives a feeling that can only increase a 
student's committment to the school. The 
students are earning money for field trips 
which further their own education. Any 
time students of-any age have feelings of 
responsibility toward their school you know

much worthwhile learning is taking place. 
When students are made aware that 
fhonies earned by them will be for their 
benefit an added incentive to make the 
project successful is present.

All this was due to the effects of an escape 
of radioactive wastes.” 

‘While travelling the highway between 
Chelyabinsk and Svetdiovsk he saw danger 
signs through the restricted zone forbid- 


- ding motorists to leave the road. (Asphalt 


itself i$ fairly easily decontaminated.) 

- Prof. Tumerman also saw the remains of 
the villages and small towns demolished by 
the authorities, and he noticed that the 
intensive agricultural zones common 
outside the region's industrial cities did not 
exist in the danger zone. The area was 
empty. 

_ As well as the newly-released CIA 
papers on the. subject, which show that 
various intelligence agencies knéw of the 
-disaster, there is a large body of strongly 
suggestive ‘ published work by Soviet 
scientists beginning’ 10 years after the 
disaster. 

Dr. Medvedev has found that since 1968, 
Russian-language journals have carried 
more thatn 100 scientific articles on the 
effects of the long-lasting radioisotopes 
Strontium-90 and Caesium- 137 on plants 
and animals in a natural environment. 

In most of them, the study site is left 


obscure, although in one of the 
Chelyabinsk area is mentioned. 

But the types and intensity of radiation 
given in the articles, the data on plants, 
more than 100 scientific articles on the 
animals, climate, geography and the 
evident large size of the study area 
preclude the possibility of an artificially 
created test site and point to a true nuclear 
accident. 

. Assessing the figures in one article on 
Strontium and Caesium in the two lakes, 
Dr. Medvedev comments: ‘“‘It is rather 
hard to believe that anyone in his right 
mind would contaminate two such large 
lakes just to confirm some mathematical 
calculations...(the figures) are 100 -times 
higher than contamination levels in ponds 
created specifically for research purposes, 
both in the USSR and other countries» /~ 
However, while it is almost certain that 


the Urals nuclear accident did occur, ‘some.

waste should have exploded underground, 
although colleagues who visited the 
disaster area told him that it was, in fact, a 
waste explosion. 

But leaving aside this question, , Dr. 
Medvedev has built a persuasive case on 
the actual contamination data contained in 
the Soviet scientific articles. 

Strontium-90 and Caesium-137, because 
they are long-lived, are the dominant 
isotopes in nuclear waste that has been 
stored by for some time, while only a minor 
part of fresh fission products: 

If the accident stemmed from a ‘‘fresh”’ 
source, the many lethal’ short-lived 
isotopes would have done serious and 
obvious damage to life in the area. The 


Soviet articles, however, show that the — 


damage done in the Kyshtym area came 
from the long-lived Strontium and 
Caesium. : 

Moreover, Dr. Jan Beyea, a Princeton 
nuclear physicist, says that if the high 
proportion of Strontium to Caesium given 
in the Soviet data is correct, ‘‘that would 
argue that is was indeed a waste storage 
accident.”

Dr. Medvedev's latest attempt to secure 
scientific recognition of his version ‘of 
events has been to call for Western 
analysis of radioactive birds from the 
Kyshtym region currently arriving in 
Mediterranean Europe and North Africa on 
their winter migration. geen 

He believes experts will find that nuclear 
waste must account for the high levels of 
Strontium-99 and other isotopes already 
found fixed in the birds’ bones by Soviet 
researchers. 

Almost as interesting as the disaster 
story jtself is the resistance Dr. 
Medvedey's view has aroused in some 


‘quarters in Britain and North America. 


Sir John Hill, head of the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority, is 
adamant in insisting that if the nuclear 
accident did happen it cannot be attributed 


to stored wasta, and dismisses the ideas 
‘“‘rubbish.”’ 


When I put these doubts to Dr. 
Medvedev he replied that his waste theory 
had proved unpalatable to some scientists 
and officials in the nuclear industry and 
that they had been irresponsible in

Dear Editor, 

‘PC George Whittaker MP from British 
Columbia was given National news 
coverage Dec. 17, 1977, and quoted by the 
Canadian press to have grouped small 
political parties (and that includes all 
Independent Candidates) as ‘‘neurotic and 
slightly deranged’’. Of course, supporters 
of these ‘‘neurotic and slightly deranged 
candidates would also have to be ‘neurotic 
and slightly deranged’. 

Parliament segregated small parties 
including Independent Candidates recently 
in an Amendment to the Canada Election 
Act to the effect that, as an example, a 
supporter of a large political part would 
receive approximately $75 refund from the 
government for each $100 donation and if 
he chose to support a small part or 
Independent Candidate, he would get back 
nothing for a similar $100 donation. This 
government law shows clear discrimination 
and erodes a person's basic democratic 
freedom, ‘‘The Freedom to support the 
candidate of his or her choice’’. 

It seems that Mr. Whittaker'agrees with 
the new law and has placed his own 
interpretation on thee jeoprodized small 
parties, independent candidates and their 
supporters by grouping them and calling 
them ‘‘neurotic and slightly deranged’. 

1 do not think it in the best interest of 
Canadian justice for any powerful MP to be 
allowed to disgrace and humiliate, 
resulting in the deformation of character of 
small parties, independent candidates and 
their supporters.

‘Only one area has not kept pace \ ith 
the passing years - the pity attitude of the 
sighted. People still hand money to blind 
pedestrians when they pass on the street or 
insist on paying the bill in a restaurant, 
even though the blind person is a stranger. 
Such actions only embarrass the blind 
person,’ Mr. Hatton said. 

When speaking to a blind person the 
sighted shy away from words like ‘watch’ 
‘see’, and ‘read’. **This only emphasize 
the handicap and builds a higher wa: 
between them,”” he said. 

“tT realize vision is such an absorbing 
power that most people cannot understand 
how, anyone operates without it.” he said, 
“but rehabilitation, higher education, 
information in Braille and tape, substitut: 
for sight.” 


That is why this White Cane Week CNIP 


and CCB are focusing on false attitudes 
towards blindness. He recommended: a 
more positive point of view when dealing 
with blind persons. CNIB can_ supply 
information which could be helptul in 
developing a positive attitude. The White 
Cane Week slogan contains the key - “POT 
THE ACCENT ON ABILITY’’. Remember, 
blind people do the same things as the 
sighted but use different methods.

Snowmobiling for the, past decade has 
dominated the winter scene’ and remains 
popular, but fast approaching is_ cross- 
country skiing, a sport second to none in 
terms of physical conditioning, family fun 
and a sense of comradery with nature. In 
addition snowshoeing, ice Gshing and 
winter photography are luring ‘a respectful. 
following of hearty souls. Envision for a 
moment ‘a white-tailed deer startled by 
your intrusion bounding swiftly into a 
cedar thicket. Further along the trail as you 
marvel at this crystal wonderland the rush 
of wings turns your attention to a grouse 
vanishing into heavier cover. So mifch to 


do, so much to see, so much to learn if you . 


participate in winter recreation. 

This year’as in the previous two winters 
the Provincial government is supporting 
winter recreation. More specifically non- 
Statutory grants are being. provided to 
Snowmobile and Cross-country ski clubs to 
maintain public trails under agreement 
with the Ministry of Natural Resources. 


The Division of Parks is the administra- 


tor of the’ Winter Trails Program. 
Eligibility criteria and the distribution of 
grant monies is determined by what we 
consider would best serve the public 
interest. ; 

Seven Snowmobile Clubs and four Ski 
Clubs have been approved and will be 


‘ pranted an apportionate share of the 


$18,000 total allotted for the Tweed 
District. Acceptance of funds by any club 
entitles the public to free use of all 
agreement trails, including any part of a 
trail on Crown Land. All agreement trails, 
including any part of a trail on Crown land. 
All agreement trails are maintained and 
signs arg posted to insure safe travel. As a 
user, please abide by all signs, rules and 
regulations as these trails are patrolled 
periodically and in the case of snowmobile 
trails legislation provides a means of 
enforcement under the Motorized Snow 
Vehicles Act, 1974. As .many private 
landowners have co-operated with clubs by 
allowing trails to cross their land, users are 
reminded to remain on the trails and 
respect this privilege. — ,

Workshop held:

from the housing and planning wings of the 
Ministry of Housing were to be in Oshawa 
on Jan. 17 for a full-day workshop designed 
for the counties of Northumberland, 
Peterborough and Victoria, the provincial 
county of Haliburton and the regional 
municipality of Durham.

Campbellford

Nick Stemeroff is an 81-year-old 
_gentleman living in our midst who has 
had a very interesting life which, 
unfortunately, has been filled ,with 
hardships. Even though he has had such a 
rough life he looks much younger than he 
actually is. When I first saw Mr. Stemeroff, 
he was shovelling snow from his drive-way 
_and I would have thought he was about 
65-years-old. The house is small but neat 
and very well taken care of. The 
_atmosphere inside the house was very 
‘homey and you could tell at once thet Mr. 
Stemeroff was ye 2 y with the way his life 
had turned out, hen I was finished with 
the interview, | wondered how this man 
could laugh, or even smile, after some of 
his experiences. 

Mr. Stemeroff was born in Siberia and 
lived in this country until he was in his mid 
twenties. Even by this time he had lived a 

. life that would have been hard enough for a 
normal lifespan. 

When he told me that he had born in 
Siberia I naturally asked him how a 
Canadian winter compared to a Siberian 
winter. He surprised me when _ he 
answered that a Siberian winter was not 
worse that the Peace River or Edmonton 
areas of Canada. In this particular area, the 
winters are milder and not as severe but he 
finds that the woodland is much the same 
as where he was born. ‘‘You have more 
cleared land but otherwise it is very similat 
to where | lived as a boy’’, he said. 

Mr. Stemeroff volunteered for the 
Russian army when he was only 
17-years-old and achieved the rank of 
lieutenant. He fought until he was 
wounded in the legs in the Russian 
revolution. 


Religion was a big part of his life before 
he joined the army but it wasn’t until after 
he was in the war that he began to question 
what he was taught about God. In a village 
where he served much of his time in the 
army he got to know a family very well. 


They were friendly towards, him and” 


treated him like their own son. One day as 
he was walking to their place an air raid 
took place. He began to run hoping that he 
‘could get to their place to find shelter. He 
came around a corner just in time to see 
their house take a direct hit and the whole 
family was killed. He told me what he 
found whén he searched through the 
rubble for survivors but most of it was too 
rifesome to write in a story like this. Mr. 
Semeroft still has a hard time to talk about 
it 60 years later. 


He also told me a story that Ady ath 
during the Russian revolution and this also 
affected him very strongly. He began 
fighting for the White army and also held 
the rank of lieutenant.:One day, Lieutenant 
Stemeroff and his platoon captured. a 
prisoner of war and brought him back to 
their base camp in a village. They expected 
him to be questioned and then sent to a 
POW camp and held their for the rest of 
the revolution. Lieutenant Stemeroff then 
went to eat and relax in the village. On the 
way back he “stopped at headquarteys to 
talk to.a friend. His friend asked him if he 
had seen what happened to the prisoner 
they had captured that day. Lieutenant 
Stemeroff did not know and was told to go 
to the middle of the village to find out. The 
prisoner had been horribly mutilated. and 
out in a White army uniform to make it look 
like the Red army had done _ this. 
Lieutenant ,Stemeroff and his platoon were 
so horrified by this that the next day when 
they wént out on patrol they gave 
themselves up to the Red army and fought 
for them for the rest of the revolution. 
Lieutenant Stemeroff was also selected 
'o guard a meeting which Lenin attended. 
(his: was a great honor for him and he 
remembers it vividly. He remembers Lenin 
as a man who was very interested in the 
people and would always take time to talk 
to the people that he came in contact with

and never ignored a chance to talk to 
children. He remembered Lenin being 
given gifts of food and taking it and 


disturbing it among the people who came’ 


to see him. 

Lenin used to say, according to Mr. 
Stemeroff, that gold was important to a 
country but that education and health were 
much more important. If the people 
became educated and kept themselves in 
good health then they would be able to 
earn the gold and support their country. 
Lenin impressed Mr. Stemeroff as a man 
who was genuinely interested in improving 
the living conditions of his people, and 
although Lt. Stemeroff did not agree with 
everything the man said or did, he thought 
that many people would be better off for 
having known and talked to Lenin. 


Mr. Stemeroff left Russia in 1923 and / 


visited various countries such as Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, before he finally came 
to Canada and settled in Saskatchewan. He 
again found himself in the position where 
many of his beliefs were being questioned. 

He was travelling in a group of people 
who spoke very little English and had even 
less idea what they would do in this 
country. Shortly after arriving in-Saskatch- 
ewan, they met a person who spoke 
Ukranian and who they thought would 
help them. This person offered to put them 
ul for a night and give them a meal. The 
meal was small but it was more than Mr. 
Stemeroff and his friends had expected and 
although they slept inja hayloft they were 
glad to. have some protection from the 
elements. However, the next morning they 
found out that people are not always what 
they seem. Their host charged them $5 
each for the night and in 1927 that was a lot 
of money. Later on they met a couple from 
Holland who took them in and let them stay 
as long as necessary. All they asked was 
that they help with the chores. It was here 
that Mr. Stemeroff learned that there are 
good and bad people in every country and 
nationality and that you must judge each 
one individually. 

Mr. Stemeroff still had many difficult 
i‘imes to go through yet. He worked in 
Saskatchewan as a surveyor and*‘he also 
helped to build roads and clear land. He

type of plant — 
-for yourhome 


Many home gardeners fail with 
houseplants because they do not choose 
the right type of plant, says R.A. Fleming, 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food 
extension horticulturist. 

Mr. Fleming says in most cases light is 
the limiting factor in house plant success. 
Light is not as easily controlled as moisture 
and temperature. 

‘‘Flowering plants usually require more 
light than foliage plants,’’ says Mr. 
Fleming. 

Green-leaved foliage plants will grow 
moderately well in shaded locations. Some 
will tolerate quite dark areas of a room 


while colored-leaved plants require more | 


light. 

The closer natural conditions can be 
simulated, the greater the success in 
growing houseplants. 

For the beginner, Mr. Fleming 
recommends plants such as Wandering 
Jew, Spider Plants, Moses in the 
Bullrushes, Prayer Plants, Grape Ivy and 
Calathea. 

These plants are easy to grow and will 
withstand our warm homes and subdued 
natural light conditions. 

Home gardeners may want to consider 
fluorescent lighting to grow flowering 
plants.

The union urged the government to 
stockpile now and sell the pellets when the 
market recovered, noting that production 
costs at the moment were relatively low 
and that ‘‘when the markets recover the 
government will have relatively cheap iron 
pellets and can sell them at new, ‘higher 
prices. This is like speculating without risk 
of loss.”’ 

On the subject of steel prices, the union 
noted that rathefthan being subject to the 
forces of supply and demand, ‘‘Major steel 
producers ‘typically have ‘“‘captive’’ iron 
_mines. The companies sell at the prices 
_ they wish to pay themselves in many 
cases’’. Costs of production then. are 
uncertain except to companies themselves. 

The union offers this solution as the best 
alternative, since it would help both 
Marmora and@ the surrounding communi- 
ties and* take advantage 0 Canada’s 
Natural resources. 

Stewart Cook, Director of the Ontaric 
District 6 of the Steelworkers said in 
Toronto on Wednesday that if the million 
tons of pellets estimated to be in the 
Marmora mine are not taken out of the 
ground at the present time, the mine pit 
will fill up with water. Once this has 
happened, even if the pit is drained, the 
mine will never be a safe place to work 
again. Hence, if the iron is not taken out of 
the ground it will be wasted. 


The report also noted that if the mine 1s 
kept open it will give the town of Marmora 
a chance to make a more orderly transition 
or ‘‘if all else fails, an orderly winding up 
of its life and relocation of its ratepayers 
and businesses.”’ 

It also emphasized that it would allow a 
skilled workforce to continue to operate in 
the area, instead of being dispersed across 
the land. c 

It suggested that fast train services 
between Marmora and Bancroft be 
considered if it seems unlikely that 
Marmora will cease to be a site for 
industry. Another possibility for the mine, 
it said was open pit mining training centre 
for miners. 

The report concluded ‘‘It may be in the 
corporate interest of Bethlehem Steel to 
have an early wind-up of Marmoraton 
Mine but it can’t be tn the interests of the 
usefulness of Canada’s resources.

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These days, most Canadians are aware 
of the better-known facts about heart 
disease and stroke. They know that these 
_ are. diseases’of the heart and circulation 
system and that the major cause of both is 
hardening of the arteries, particularly the 
heart’s own coronary arteries and the 
arteries of the brain. They know that heart 


-. disease and stroke kill more Canadians 


each year-than all other causes of death 
combined and that more than 2!2 million 
Canadians have some form of these 
diseases. 

Not so widely-known, perhaps, is the fact 
that heart disease and stroke cost the 
Canadian economy well. over 2 billion 
dollars each year and this only in those 
costs that can be measured’ with some 


degree of accuracy. Because of the lack of 
adequate information on private hospitals, 
nursing homes, nursing services and other 
factors, many costs have been omitted. 
Nor is there a way to measure the 
emotional and financial drain on a family 
when a member is affected or the cost to 
business and industry of highly-trained. 
men and women whose careers are 
prematurely ended by heart attack or 
stroke. Because of these omissions, the 2 
billion dollar figure is grossly under- 
estimated. 

How is the 2 billion dollar figure arrived 
at? 

Based on a two-year study supported by 
the Canadian Heart Foundation andy 
headed by a prominent economist, it is 
estimated that lost wages and production 
account for over one billion dollars and, of 
course, there is a corresponding loss to 
provincial and federal governments in 
taxation. Another 800 million dollars is 
accounted for by hospital services, while 
physician services and medications ac- 
count for the comparatively minor sums of 
190 and 120 million dollars: respectively. 
This then is the annual cost to the Canadian 
economy of our major health problem. 

Because of this financial, emotional and 
health burden, the Canadian Heart 
Foundations were created during the last 
twenty ,years and, are now matched by 
national Foundations in many other 
countries with similar problems. All have 
one objective in mind - the elimination of 
‘heart disease and stroke as causes of 
premature death and disability. This has 


given rise to intensive research programs

These include heart-lung 
machines which made open-heart surgery 
possible, artificial heart valves, organ 
transplants, artery grafts, prevention of 
rheumatic heart disease, cardiac cath- 
eterization, angiography, arteriography 
and new techniques for treating stroke and 
reducing disability. Finally, research has 
helped identify, those risk factors which

play an important role in the susceptibility 
to heart attack and stroke and this has 
opened up the possibility of reducing the 
present toll of premature death and 
disability. 

As the result of the successes imresearch 
outlined above, the emphasis has gradully 
turned to the two main problems stil 
facing us, hardening of the arteries and 
high blood pressure. These conditions are 
the major factors in heart attack, and 
stroke and about 80 per cent of our total 
heart research effort in Canada is now 
concentrated on them. Significant pro- 
gress.is being made and, in some areas, 
we appear to be close to breakthroughs of 
major importance. 

In the area of stroke research, 
encouraging progress is being made 
towards improved treatment and possible 
prevention through the use of drugs and 
surgery. Concurrently, we are achieving 
greater knowledge of the basic mechanism 
of high blood pressure on the one hand and 
the means of improving patient compli- 
ance on the other. These are essential 
elements in controlling this important 
factor. 

Exciting developments have also been 
taking place in studies of drugs inhibiting

disease harms economy 


the accumulation of platelets and plaques 
in the blood vessel walls - the prelude to 
heart attack and stroke. One of the drugs 
being studied is the common aspirin. 
Important work is also being done in 
several centres on the problem of heart 
rhythm irregularities and sudden death 
and the development of improved non- 
invasive techniques for early detection of 
various heart conditions. 

So the battle goes on. On the one hand we 
have the implacable enemy - the group of 
diseases referred to as heart disease and 
stroke, affecting one in four of our adult 
population and causing too much premat- 
ure death and disability. On the other 
hand, we have a dedicated group of 
scientists, mostly supported by public 
donations to the Heart Fund, seeking the 
answers to the remaining problems. If the 
results of the past are any indication of 
success, we would appear to have a 
reasonable chance of controlling heart 
disease and stroke in the foreseeable 
future. 

In the meantime, enough knowledge is 
available toreduce the present toll of heart 
disease and stroke substantially. We have 
identified the major risk factors and the 
warning signals of heart attack and stroke. 
If every Canadian would accept and 
practice a minor modification of living 
habits to take advantage of that know- 
ledge, premature death and disability 
would be dramatically reduced and heart 
disease .and stroke would become a 
‘problem with a price well below that of 2 - 
billion dollars. »

The stocking of Pacific. salmon will 
continue in Lake Ontario until the rainbow 
trout and lake trout are in sufficient 
numbers to sustain a worthwhile fishery, 
Natural Resources Minister Frank S. Miller 
said today. 

‘The aim of the Ministry is to increase 
rainbow trout and to re-establish the lake 
trout in Lake Ontario,’’ Mr. Miller said. 

‘*If and when stocking of these game fish 
produces an accéptable fishery, we will 


_ stop stocking salmon. However, this is not 


likely to happen for some years.”

Armstrong believes there is little probabil- 


Three factors 
control calving

Traditional recommendations call for 
rebreeding cows at first heat after 60 days. 
At the present time the average cow Is first 
bred at 85 days after calving. If all cows 
conceived at first service, this would give a 
12-month calving interval, but who gets 
100 percent conception at first heat? The 
average interval across all breeds is 
inexcess of 400 days and appears to be 
getting longer. 

Calying interval is basically controlled by 
three factors: 1) average interval from 
calving to first service; 2) percentage of 


heats observed; and 3) the number of 


services required per conception. The 
average producer observes only 50 percent 
of the heats. Increasing observation to 75 
percent can shorten the days open or 
calving interval by 25 to 35 days. Whereas, 
increasing conception rate on all services 
from 50 to 70 percent only-shortens calving 
interval 10 to 20 days. Better heat detection 
and increased conception rate are only 
partial solutions. Starting to breed at 40 
instead of 60 days has no deleterious 
effects and will reduce days open by 15-20 
days. 

In summary, 100 days open appears to 
‘be a reasonable herd objective and can be 
obtained by breeding early, 40 days; 
maintaining a 50-70 percent conception 
rate; and observing and making use of 75 
percent of the heats.

When hatchery stoc- 
king stopped, the species died out after 
several generations on their own, Mr. 
Armstrong added. 

Natural Resources staff collected nearly 
a million coho eggs and a half million 
chinook eggs from the Credit River and 
Bronte Creek this fall. | 

Only about 200,000 yearling coho smolts 
are needed to sustain a good fishery. 
However, the extra coho and chinook eggs 
were collected as insurance in case of high 
mortalities which can be caused by 
contaminants (PCBs, Mirex), or potential 
fish diseases in the adult salmon from 
which eggs were collected. Any extra coho 
and chinook which survive will be stocked 
as fry this coming spring. 

Although this is the first time Ontario 
has raised salmon eggs collected from its 
own waters, Mr. Armstrong is optimistic 
that the results of this fall's efforts will 
reward Lake Ontario anglers in the not too 
distant future with continued good chinook 
and coho catches. 


To guard against the possibility of new ‘ 


fish diseases being introduced into Ontario 
hatcheries, the eggs are being examined 
by University of Guelph pathologists. To 
date, no evidence of any disease organisms 
has been found.

Slight decrease in crime reported 


Commissioner H.H. Grahame of the 
Ontario Provincial Police has reported 
that there is a slight decrease in crime 
within OPP jurisdiction for the year 1977. 

In recent Marae crime has increased at 
the rate of 10 per cent per year. A 
downward trend was evident in 1976 when 
criminal offences increased by less than 
one per cent. This reduction may in part be 
attributed to the excellent co-operation and 
assistance our officers received from the 
public and the media.
